f you and your family and friends 
have all the scarves they can 
possibly wear, it's time to start 
knitting bags. Knitted bags are one of 
my favorite knitting projects. Gauge 
doesn’t really matter, they are a terrif- 
ic way to use up scraps, dye lots may 
not matter, and the design possibilities 
are endless. Bags can be as simple as 
a folded garter stitch rectangle or as 
complex as you choose. 

You’ve probably seen felted bags 
and perhaps knit one or two yourself. 
Felted bags are great, but I say why 
hide your stitches? Why not show 
them off instead? Use a bag as an 
excuse to learn a new stitch pattern 
or knitting technique. Even better, 
take some swatches you’ve made for 
other projects and sew them togeth- 
er to make a one-of-a-kind bag! 

Your bag can be any size, from a tiny 
one that hangs around your neck to 
a jumbo sack that holds an entire 
afghan-in-progress. There is no one 
"right" size, and you don’t have to 
make it fit someone. 

To make a useful bag, there are a 
few questions you'll want to consider: 

SVdat Size. Giid sRape. do I wQkf? 

The size and shape of the bag should 
be in keeping with its intended use. A 
glitzy evening bag can be just small 
enough to hold an ID, keys and lipstick. 

It can be fairly flat as it won’t need to 
hold much. On the other hand, an 
everyday purse will need to be big 
enough to hold all your daily essentials. 
You'll probably want it to have the 
added dimension of depth, to make 
it easier to find things. Both purses 
shown here have a gusset around 
three sides to add a useful three- 
dimensionality to an otherwise flat bag. 

You can make a three-dimensional 
bag from a flat rectangle: 



1. Fold the rectangle in half width-wise 
and sew the side seam. 

2. Sew the bottom seam. 

3. Open bag. With the wrong side out, 
sew a short seam across each bottom 
corner, perpendicular to the bottom 
seam. (See diagram.)

Your bag should be stout enough to 
prevent pencils and knitting needles 
from poking through the bottom or sides. 

You can address this issue in several 
ways. You might use a stitch pattern that 
is naturally dense, like the herringbone 
pattern used in the Herringbone Bag. 
You might combine smaller-than- 
normal needles with a yarn to create 
a dense fabric. If you do this, just be sure 
you are happy with the way the knit 
fabric looks and feels. You might decide 
to knit a more conventional fabric, 
then line the bag with woven fabric. 

Another option is to reinforce the bot- 
tom of the bag. Somerset Designs and 
other manufacturers make suede bag 
bottoms in a number of different colors. 

If the size and shape of the bag permits, 
you could even put a plastic mar- 
garine tub or other plastic container in 



the base, or use plastic canvas to 
reinforce as described above.

Any handle or straps should be stur- 
dy, have a minimal amount of 
stretch, and be attached securely to 
the bag. You can find a number of 
ready-made plastic or bamboo han- 
dles in craft stores. You may be able 
to find leather handles at yarn shops. 

Knitted handles or straps may look 
great with the knitted bag, but be 
aware that they will probably stretch, 
especially with the weight of a full 
purse! Garter stitch, in particular, is 
subject to stretching. Knit garter stitch 
handles somewhat shorter than the 
desired finished length, and expect 
them to stretch. Another option is to 
line the handles/straps with ribbon. 

l-cord or crochet is often a better 
choice for knitted handles. Try braid- 
ing three lengths of l-cord together 
for a thicker cord. Single crochet is 
quick to stitch, and it doesn’t stretch 
much. Braided lengths of yarn or 
twisted monk’s cord also make deco- 
rative and utilitarian handles.

An open bag is fine, but if you prefer 
to have a closed bag, you can 
choose a button and loop, ties or a 
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drawstring. A zipper is a bit more 
work, but offers fhe mosf securify. 

Once you’ve considered the practi- 
cal aspects of bag-knitting, it’s time 
to have some fun. If you're making a 
plain bag (and there’s nothing wrong 
with that!), you may want to add 
some decoration. This is the really fun 
part, because there are so many 
options to delight your imagination. 

Tie on fringe; around the top, through 
the handles, anywhere you want! This 
is a great time to use a bit of expen- 
sive novelty yarn and get a good 
bang for your buck. Add beads to 
the fringe for extra flair. 

Speaking of beads, fry one of the 
many ready-made beaded embell- 
ishments you can find at craft stores. 
The beads are pre-strung onto thread 
and attached to a ribbon - just sew on 
the ribbon for beaded fringe. 

Try weaving yarns in and out through 
a stockinette stitch fabric. Sew on a 
contrasting color patch pocket. Knit 
a ruffle around the top, or sew on bits 
of lace. Raid your grandmother’s 
button box to find vintage buttons. 
Sew them all over the bag and the 
handle, too. 

I’m sure you can come up with many 
ideas of your own.. .I’ve got to go knit 
a bag or three! 



Swatch Backpack 

SIZE 

Knitter’s choice 

KNinED MEASUREMENTS 

^Sample bag is 9 in. wide x 15 in. tall x 
3 in. deep 

MATERIALS 

*Swatches left over from previous knit- 
ting projects (or new ones) 

*Somple bag is wool and cotton- 
blend worsted weight yarn 
’Plymouth Encore (75% wool/25% 
acrylic) forties and straps 
’One pair of double-pointed needles 
in size 8 U.S. (for optional attached I- 
cord) 

’Crochet hook (optional) 

’Stitch markers 



GAUGE 

Knitter’s choice 



SWATCH NOTES 

Use up odd bits of yarn in color com- 
binations that are pleasing to you. 
Choose a variety of textured or multi- 
colored stitches - a different one for 
each swatch. Worsted or bulky 
weight yarn works best for this project. 
Feel free to mix fibers and colors to 
your taste. The example shown uses 
denim-like blues in a variety of stitch 
patterns - mitered garter stitch, 
knit/purl textures, and ribs. There’s 
even a crocheted granny square 
and a knitted spider on the back! 

Swatches on the sample bag range 
in size from in. square to 7 in. x 9 
in. Gather and/or make at least a 
dozen swatches that can be 
arranged to form a rectangle about 
26 in. X 15 in. You may need to cus- 
tom-knit a swatch or two in order to 
fill out the rectangle. 

BACKPACK: Arrange swatches as 
desired. Sew them tog to make a rec- 
tangle about 26 in. x 15 in. Fold the 
rectangle in half widthwise and sew 
the side seam. Sew bottom seam to 
form a flat bag. Add depth to the 
bag by squaring up the bottom: On 
the inside, sew a 3 in. seam at each 
lower corner, perpendicular to the 
bottom seam. There will be a triangu- 
lar bit of fabric on lower inside corners. 



FINISHING: Treatment of top edge is 
knitter’s choice. Suggestions: Knit or 
crochet a band around the top, 
adding eyelets to allow the top to be 
drawn closed. The sample bag has 2 
rnds of attached l-cord with holes for 
straps, l-cord: With dpns, CO 3. PU 
and k 1 st from top edge of bag - 4 
sts on ndl. ’Do not turn, k 2, k2tog tbi, 
PU and k 1 st from top edge of bag: 
rep from * around edge. Graft end- 
ing sts to CO sts. End off. 

Closure (shown): Fold top of bag and 
place markers about 1 in. from folds 
as shown in diagram. 




Work a final row of attached l-cord 
with holes for straps as foil: With dpns, 
CO 3. PU and k 1 st from under cen- 
ter st of previous l-cord row - 4 sts on 
ndl. ’Do not turn, k 2, k2tog tbI, PU 
next st from l-cord; rep from ’ to first 
marker. ’Do not turn, k 4; rep from ’ 
once. Do not turn, k 2, k2tog tbi, skip 
2 sts, PU next st from I cord. Cont 
working in this manner around top of 
bag, making 2-row openings at each 
marker. Graff ending sts to CO sts.

End off. Cut 8 pieces of yarn each 6 
yds long. Knot ends tog and make 
twisted cord (monk’s cord) about 7 
in. long. Thread through holes as 
shown in diagram. Sew center of 
cord securely to bottom center of 
bag. Try on bag and adjust ties to 
length needed to fit over shoulders. 
Tie into a bow at top of bog. Knot 
cord 4 in. from desired length. Trim 
cord 4 in. from knot, leaving ends to 
form a tassel. KS

*1, 100 gm/210 yd ball of Plymouth

*1 , 50 gm/70 yd ball of Plymouth Yarn 
Company Alpaca Boucle (90% 
i alpaca/10% nylon) in Grey #4 (B) 
*One pair knitting needles in size 9 
, U.S. OR SIZE REQUIRED TO OBTAIN 
GAUGE 

I ^Tapestry needle 
*Plastic purse handles 



GAUGE 

24 sts = 4 in. with Plymouth Yarn 
Company GALWAY CHUNKY in St st. 
TO SAVE TIME, TAKE TIME TO CHECK 
GAUGE. 



BAG: Side (make 2): With A, long-tail 
CO 24 sts. 

Row 1 (WS): With A, k. 

Rows 2 & 4: With A, k. 

Rows 3 & 5: With A, p. 

Row 6, 7 & 9: With B, k. 

Row 8: With B, p. 

Rep Rows 2-9 three more times. Work 
Rows 2-5 once more. BO. 

Gusset: With RS facing and B, PU 22 sts 
down one side, 24 sts along BO edge 
and 22 sts up other side. 

Row 1: K. 

Row 2: P. 

BO. Sew rem side to gusset. Sew han- 
dles onto each side of bag. KS

Herringbone Bag 

SIZES 

One size 

KNIHED MEASUREMENTS 

“7 X 9 X 1 1/!2 in. 

MATERIALS 

*1, 100 gm/210 yd ball each of 
Plymouth Yarn Company Galway 
(100% wool) in Light Green #127 (A) 
and Medium Green #130 (B) 

*One pair each knitting needles in 
sizes 8 and 10'/5 U.S. OR SIZE REQUIRED 
TO OBTAIN GAUGE 
*Tapestry needle 



GAUGE 

28 sts and 22 rows = 4 in. with 
Plymouth Yarn Company GALWAY 
and larger ndls in herringbone stitch. 
TO SAVE TIME, TAKE TIME TO CHECK 
GAUGE. 



NOTE 

With the exception of the first stitch 
on each row, each stitch is worked 
into twice. This unusual stitch tech- 
nique makes a thick fabric and 
requires larger needles than would 
normally be used with this size yarn. 

SIDE (make 2): With larger ndls and A, 
long-tail CO 48 sts. 

Stripe pat: 

Row 1: *P2tog, but only drop off first st; 
rep from * across row, ending with p 1 
into last st. 



Row 2: With B, *k2tog tbi. dropping off 
first st only: rep from * across row, 
ending with k 1 into last st. 

Row 3: With B, rep Row 1 . 

Rows 4 & 5: With A. rep Rows 2 & 3. 

Cont in stripe pat until piece meas 
approx 9 in., ending with a WSR in A. 
BO with smaller ndls. 

GUSSET: With larger ndls and A, CO 
1 2 sts. Work in stripe pat same as 
Sides until piece meas approx 25 in., 
ending with a WSR in A. BO with 
smaller ndls. 

FINISHING: Block pieces. Sew gusset 
to sides. Top trim: With dpns, CO 3, PU 
and k 1 st at one corner of top edge 
- 4 sts. *Do not turn. K 2, k2tog tbI, PU 
and k next st onto edge: rep from * 
around, skipping sts along edge as 
needed to make border lie flat. Graft 
sts to CO edge. 

Side trim i-cord (make 2): With dpns, 
CO 4. *Do not turn, k 4; rep from * 
until cord meas approx 25 in. Cut 
yarn, leaving a tail for sewing, and 
thread tail through rem sts. Sew trim 
along seams. 

Handles (make 2): Make two 20 in. 
pieces of I-cord same as side trim. 
Thread each handle end from back 
to front through top stripe of bag, 
about 1 in. from seam. Knot ends. 
Invisibly sew I-cord handle to inside of 
bag for extra security. KB

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Warren, however, had no intention of 
doing any such thing. In fact, he 
describes his early feelings about fol- 
lowing in the family business as his 
"VouVe got to be kiddingl" reaction. 
He wanted something entirely differ- 
ent for himself. Or so he thought. So 
he resisted tradition, rejecting his 
legacy and striking out on his own. 



T o say that Warren Wheelock has 
the textile business in his blood 
would be an understatement. 

It's practically genetically encoded. 
Owner and president of Berroco, Inc., 
he comes from a long line of entre- 
preneurs who have devoted their 
working lives to designing, manufac- 
turing and selling fine fabrics and 
yarns. The family textile tradition, car- 
ried through five generations, 
dates back to the early 1800’s. His 
grandfather, Stanley Wheelock, 
founded one of the first woolen 
mills in Massachusetts way back 
in 1 905, and the business was 
handed down from father to son 
before it became Warren’s turn 
to take the helm. 



But the fates were on the side of 
his forbears. At the crucial 
moment, when Warren was ready 
to burst into the working world, 
degree in hand, with energy and 
creativity to burn, a depressed job 
market offered up only bland and 
unrewarding positions. Warren 
found himself thinking more and 
more often about his teenage 

years, when 
he'd 

worked trade 
shows with hii 
father for 
spending 
money. Now 
that had bee 
interesting 
and... well, fu 

But the woole 
mill aspect of 
the business still 
didn't beckon 
to him. He 
knew he would 
chafe at the 
“there's only 
one way to do things" 
approach that still dominated 
there. On the other hand, his 
father, Philip, had been gradu- 
ally making some changes 
that were potentially very 
exciting, changes that might 
allow for a departure from the 



tradition-bound ways of his forefa- 
thers; changes that might actually 
invite forays into the kind of ground- 
level creativity Warren longed to 
plunge into. 



Here’s what had been happening. 
The original company, Stanley 
Woolen, had spun, dyed, machine 
woven and finished all its own cloth, 
which was then sold to the suiting 
and coating trade. By Philip’s time, 
however, it was already importing 
many of its weaving yarns from 
Europe. In the 1970s, recognizing that 
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some of the more unusual yarns 
would also be superb for hand weav- 
ing, Philip had begun selling some of 
his excess inventory to weaving 
shops. Gradually realizing that for 
every weaving shop there were 
dozens of hand knitting shops, he 
started transitioning his products, 
placing more and more emphasis on 
their viability for hand knitters and 
crocheters. By the late 1970s, this off- 
shoot business had become a sepa- 
rate division known as Stanley 
Berroco. Still in its infancy, it was 
moldable and open to development. 

Now that sounded better. Warren 
signed on in 1979. He gives much 
credit to his father, who “bent over 
backwards" to accommodate his 
son's need to think creatively, to 
implement changes even to make 
his own mistakes. "You've got to be 
kidding!" became a distant memory. 
Warren had found his niche. 



And just in time. Because, while the 
1 980s saw an amazing renaissance of 
interest in hand crafting with fiber, it 
also saw a culmination of overseas 
competition in the textile industry that 
led finally to the Wheelock family 
deciding to let go of its original woolen 
mills. But by this time, Warren knew 
what he wanted. He bought the Stanley 
Berroco assets outright - machinery, 
inventory and goodwill. Then he 



changed the name to 
Berroco, Inc. and set 
off on the journey of his 
professional life, this time 
without a mother ship 
to rely on for support. 



It's been a highly suc- 
cessful voyage. In 
addition to continuing 
what he was already 
doing, Warren has 
diversified his sources 
of fiber to include a 
range of fine European 
and domestic manu- 
facturers. His ware- 
house now holds a 
great deal of equipment and 
machinery for packaging the Berroco 
yarns. He has taken on the distribution 
of two other 
yarn collec- 
tions (Lang 
Yarns of 
Switzerland 
and Wendy 
and Peter Pan 
Yarns of 
England), as 
well as Clover 
brand knitting 
needles and crochet hooks and the 
Handeze Glove, which supports the 
hands and wrists of knitters and cro- 
cheters across the globe. And he has 
developed a state-of-the-art website 
that strives to entice and inform the 
ultimate consumer about what 
Berroco has to offer without compro- 
mising the all-important role of the 
retailers. 



Most important of all, Warren made a 
commitment to becoming not just a 
yarn company, but also a design 
company. As he himself puts it, he 
wanted Berroco to do more than just 
“combine the ingredients and 
bake the bread." He wanted to 
“invent the actual recipes..." “to 
be the Ben & Jerry's of the yarn 
industry, creating all the many dif- 
ferent varieties and flavors." In fur- 
therance of 
this goal, he 
hired 
Margery 
Winter as his 
full-time cre- 
ative director 
and stylist. 



Margery's background combined a 
fine arts degree from the Rhode 
Island School of Design with previous 
experience as a creative director, 
years of clothing and costume 
designing, more years of freelance 
knit and crochet designing, and an 
impressive array of editing positions 
that included fashion editor for 
McCall's Needlework and editor in 
chief for Vogue Knitting. Her freelanc- 
ing had already brought her into 
Berroco's sphere as a designer and 
consultant. Now she would be in a 
position to bring her creativity and 
expertise fully to bear. 



With the help of Caroline, Warren's 
wife and Berroco's director of pur- 
chasing, the business of reinventing 
the company’s image began. World 
travel became a fact of life as the trio 
sourced and developed yarns around 
the globe, working with the mills to 
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produce the combinations of 
fibers they were looking for 
and, together, deciding on the 
most inspiring colors for each 
line. The addition of Deana 
Gavioli as Margery's assistant 
further strengthened the talent 
base of this remarkably harmo- 
nious team. 



These days, when not travel- 
ing, the group spends its busy 
days in a vintage weaving mill. 

The section housing the com- 
pany's design and administration 
offices has been renovated to give it 
a lighter, more modern feel, though 
the old timbers have been preserved 
for their rustic charm. The warehouse 
section, on the other hand, is still very 
much "old mill," with all the character 
and challenges that implies. A bit 
warm in the summer, a touch drafty 
in the winter, it’s somewhat dilapidat- 
ed. but it's home. As such, it is fondly 
tolerated. As Warren puts it, “That's 
just what an old mill is." 



Meanwhile, Berroco. Inc. continues 
to flourish. Its fifty-plus exquisite lines 
of yarn in all their astounding combi- 
nations of fibers, textures, colors and 
finishes reflect the unique imagina- 
tions and fine-tuned aesthetic sensi- 
bility of their creators. Catering pri- 
marily to women and babies, the 
company's offerings are an almost 



unbelievably lavish banquet that 
includes everything from the edgy 
glitz of "Crystal FX" and the refined 
glimmer of the 100% rayon "Glace," 
to the sumptuous lushness of “Lavish," 
a faux fur threaded with metallic 
gold, and the ultra-softness of high- 
tech fleece in the all-nylon "Plush." 
The fall 2004 season alone saw the 
introduction of - count 'em - nine 
new lines, including "Tassel FX," a 
polyester/rayon blend leaning sharply 
towards “rock star chic": “Zoom," a 
faux fur yarn that casts reasonable 
doubt on its own "faux-ness" with its 
realistic blend of both long and short 
"hairs": "Lullaby," a completely 
unique ribbon yarn, soft as a baby's 
cheek and available in seven 
enchanting, child-conscious color- 
ways: "Hush," dyed to match Lullaby, 
but with a wonderful, exuberantly 
fuzzy nap: "Softy," o Tactel® yarn with 
random "poufs" that add an intrigu- 
ing note of texture: and "Quest 
Colors", a combination of brushed 
and bright nylon that is at once 
soft and glittery, offering the 
look of lovingly hand-dyed 
yarns. 



Over a third of Berroco 's yarns 
are unlike anything else to be 
found in the marketplace. Take, 
for example, the mouthwater- 
ing “Candy FX", looking for all 
the world like tufts of intensely 
hued cotton candy strung on a 
silken thread: “Opulent FX", with 
the dressy look of precious 



peorls festooning a delicate, satiny 
chain: “Metallic FX", gleaming hot 
like molten metal, but cool, light 
and silky-soft to the touch: "Jewel 
FX", a distinctive melange of fibers 
that combines the satiny gleam of 
ribbon with extravagant flashes of 
metal: and "Cotton Twist", its touch 
of rayon making it gleam like the 
richest silk. 



And that's not to mention the 
three most revolutionary 
Berroco yarns of all, each one 
permitting knitters and cro- 
cheters to achieve heretofore 
only-dreamed-of effects: "Lazer 
FX", a carrier thread shimmering 
with sequins in dazzling metallic 
and opulent jewel tones: "Mirror 
FX", similar in structure but 
studded with lovely, brightly 
reflective little square paillettes: 
and "Suede", a miracle of 100% 
nylon that looks and feels exactly 
like... well, suede, but in its softest 
incarnation. 



And if the yarns aren't enough, take a 
look at the patterns. When asked 
when she finds time to design, 
Margery says, “I'm designing all the 
time. I wake up in the night with new 
designs in my head." It must be true, 
because her patterns easily number 
in the triple digits, supplemented by 
others created by a talented stable 
of freelance designers. It's fair to say 
that Berroco hos responded with 
delight and enthusiasm to the burgeon- 
ing demand for upscale knitted end 
crocheted fashions in the hippest, 
most cutting-edge yarns. 



So, does Warren have any regrets 
about that long-ago decision to fol- 
low in the family tradition? Not a one. 
The truth is, he loves what he does. 
"We get as giddy and excited about 
finding a new yarn," he says, "as any 
customer possibly could." 



He may be wrong about that. I, for 
one, feel downright euphoric when I 
consider indulging myself by creat- 
ing, say, a fringed "Suede" jacket, or 
a slinky sequined evening gown, or a 
thick, luxurious fur stole... all with 
Berroco yarns.

As it says on the back cover, the book 
focuses on “fitted silhouettes, fine 
gauges, and fantastic fashion” - these 
are sweaters you will wear and wear 
and then wear some more.

It's great when a book includes projects 
for all skill and experience levels. This 
means a beginner can enjoy the more 
challenging projects as her skills grow 
and the advanced knitter can take a 
break with an easy project that works 
up quickly. Ponchos and capelets are 
fashionable for a good reason: They 
make sense for women and girls of all 



ages and body types and they are use- 
ful year round. Winter ponchos are 
warm and cozy, summer ones open 
and gauzy - just right for a cool evening 
or to pop on when the air conditioning 
in a restaurant or theater gets too chilly. 
This book is sized to fit in a tote bag, 
small and compact but chock full of 
patterns. All twenty are sure to please, 
but the Carson Serape, oversized Lola 
Poncho and child-sized Ruby Hooded 
Capelet are especially interesting. 
There's even a poncho for a pooch. 
Sections are divided into one- and two- 
piece ponchos and capelets. There are 
instructions for changing and customiz- 
ing the designs, too, so the total project 
count is well beyond the twenty pat- 
terns given.

If you don't already know the name 
Teva Durham, once you check out this 
book you'll never forget it. She is innov- 
ative to the max, and her patterns are 
edgy. There is a paisley carpetbag and 
a scarf that has the tails permanently 
woven together. You'll find a sweater 
with multiple zippers that can 
be worn a variety of ways by 
both men and women, a yarn- 
over steek vest that shows a lot 
of skin while at the same time 
offering a certain amount of 
modesty, a corrugated asym- 
metrical V-neck and hat for 
adults and children, an exquis- 
ite cabled riding jacket, a scarf 
made of interlocking rings that 
looks like a knitted version of 
paper garlands, a corkscrew 
scarf made in a series of 
wedge-like segments, a fair isle 
short-row pullover that treats 
your eye to diagonals that 
relieve the traditional stripe 
effect, and a whole lot more. 
Don't miss the kilt, chair slipcov- 
ers and felted hat. If you make 
just half a dozen of the forty plus 
projects in this book, you'll get well 
more than your money's worth. Designs 
are arranged in three groups - circular 
knits, textural stitch work, and color 
work. You'll be drawn in by the photos, 
but the tips ond text are well worth your 
time, so get out your reading glasses 
and enjoy the writing, too. A small com- 
plaint: Reading glasses are mentioned 
since the text is relatively small and 
sometimes pale - not so easy on older 
eyes.

TRings to IIMK 



f you are a new or seasoned knit- 
ter, it is inevitable, normal, and 
probable that you will need to 
know how to deal with various mistakes, 
mishaps, and confusing directions. 
Nothing is perfect, and now and then 
you will need to fix something. 

Oh. ..you're gonna hate this moment. 
Expect that you will not be pleased 
with yourself, feel drenched with frus- 
tration mixed with a little panic and 
overwhelmed with the problem unless 
you simply master some incredibly 
easy techniques. I firmly believe mis- 
takes are the best thing that can 
happen to a knitter at any skill level. I 
hope this article will help you deal with 
whatever may come your way and 
improve your skills so you can handle 
everything. ..including starting over. 

Making mistakes without the crucial 
knowledge of how to fix them is such 
a noxious feeling. After you've experi- 
enced a few, you do anything to 
avoid them. That’s what’s so great 
about making mistakes. When you 
have made a mistake it increases 
your awareness and, as a result, you 
watch more carefully to prevent it 
from happening again. 

I remember when a delightful knitting 
friend showed me her beautiful 
afghan that took two months to 
make. It was made of a beautiful mix 
of 9 or 1 0 different variegated yarns 
of various textures in a simple but intri- 
cate looking scallop-type stitch. First 
she held up her finished afghan and 
asked, “Is it pretty?” I said I thought it 
was gorgeous. Then she asked, “Do 
you see the mistake?" I wasn't seeing 
anything except for her awareness of 
the mistake haunting her. I really did- 
n’t see the mistake at first. I stared at 
the afghan and in those few short 
moments, didn’t see anything unusual. 
Then she told me what she had one. 
Halfway through the afghan, the right 
side which was predominantly of knit 
stitches, suddenly and mistakenly 
changed so the purl side was now on 
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the right side. Once she focused my 
attention, I really noticed it. It was a 
huge mistake and something that she 
should have fixed before she ignored 
it. continued, and bound off. 

So months later, I was making the 
same type of afghan. Enjoying every 
minute of this multi-yarn project, I was 
really making progress. As I was doing 
this, totally engrossed in the rhythm of 
the stitch, my good friend popped 
into my mind. Drawing from her experi- 
ence, I thought of what happened to 
her and also thought that that certainly 
wouldn't or couldn’t happen to me. I 
held up my afghan to look at it for the 
ump-teenth time and would you believe, 

I did the some thing. I somehow mean- 
dered from the pattern, made the right 
side the wrong side, and had com- 
pleted ten inches of knitting. I couldn’t 
believe it, but I wasn’t about to con- 
tinue with it wrong. Because of her 
mistake, I was more aware of what 
could go wrong. I got over the shock 
of doing it incorrectly (I put the afghan 
down for a day), ripped back the 
many rows of different yarns, and 
unraveled to the mistake. Sure, I lost a 
day or two of work, but I continued 
the afghan correctly. So I firmly believe 
that making mistakes is a good thing. 
Keeping the mistake in, hoping no one 
will notice — especially you every time 
you look at it— a mistake. Suffer only 
for a day or two and not the rest of 
the life of the project. Fix it. 

Here are some very important mistake 
fixing tips you should know. 

When you need to fix a mistake along 
the row or two you just finished: TINK. 

You should know how to unknit your row 
or "tink”, which is the word knit spelled 
backwards. You might find a stitch that 
looks wrong or the pattern you were 
following was not knit correctly. No 
problem... stitch by stitch can be un- 
raveled to get back to a missed or in- 
correct stitch somewhere along the row.

This can be done by inserting your 
left point under the first stitch that is 
on the right needle. Notice the stitch 
that is on the needle and insert your 
left point through the stitch that is just 
under it. Slide your right needle out of 
the stitch and retrieve the yarn. 
Continue unknitting or finking until 
you have reached the problem stitch. 




If it is a mistake that has happened 
many rows down, take the needle 
out and simply unravel the knitting 
(not stitch by stitch, but pull on the 
yarn to unravel row by row) to a row 
or two above the problem. Insert 
your needle back into the stitches, 
beginning on the opposite side of 







Tink back to mistake 




the position of the yarn, and put the 
stitches back on the needle stitch by 
stitch. Some stitches might be back- 
wards or you might have missed one 
or two. Then tink or unknit, a row or 
two until all stitches are right and the 
mistake is gone. 




Watch our here for mis-mounfed 
stitches. While placing your stitches 
back on the needle, you may have 
placed one or more of them on 
backwards. Sometimes this happens 
when you pull your knitting out of 
your knitting bag without a point pro- 
tector and stitches accidentally fall 
off. Fixing mis-mounted stitches is very 



easy. The following 
is how to recognize 
them and fix the 
problem. 

View a stitch that is 
correctly mounted 
on the needle. Think 
of the stitch as hav- 
ing two legs hanging 
over a horse. The leg 
that is more forward 
is the one closest to 
you or in the front. 
See the one that is 
incorrectly mounted 
as the left leg is more 
forward. If you knit 
an incorrectly 
mounted stitch, you 
will see stitches that 
are unattractively 
crossed. When you 
see a mis-mounted 
stitch, you could just 
turn it around with 
your fingers or, better 
yet, simply knit into 
the back of the 
stitch.

Q: How can I fix a dropped stitch in 
stockinette stitch? 

A: Stockinette stitch is very easy to 
repair. If you have a stitch that looks 
like the photo to the right whether 
you are on the knit or purl side, turn so 
that the knit side is facing you and 



insert a crochet hook into the first 
loop still intact. Crochet up the “lad- 
der” until all the “rungs" have been 
pulled through, which will re-knit the 
dropped stitches. Place the last stitch 
back on the left needle and contin- 
ue knitting or purling.

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L ast issue, we took o look at the 
process of creating o Knit Record 
Sheet to use in saving informa- 
tion about the swatches you knit. 
Documenting the how-to’s of your 
samples serves to solidify the knitting 
techniques and steps necessary to 
rebuild the stitch pattern. However, os 
the saying goes, ‘o picture is worth o 
thousand words', so why not catalog 
your knits visually os well os technically. 

Scanners and digital 
cameras make the 
process simple, although, 
as with everything else in 
the computer world, 
there is a learning curve 
involved. The good 
news is, both of these 
devices are easy to 
master. For most people, 
a digital camera is the 
simpler of the two input devices, but 
a scanner generally provides crisper 
and more detailed images. Let’s 
explore each of these two digital taols. 

Digital Cameras 

Digital cameras work well with most 
knit swatches, but the camera is par- 
ticularly suited to knits that are more 
dimensional as the stitches will not be 
flattened when you capture the 
image. Cameras range in price and 
functions, and nowadays you can get 
a very decent one for well under $400. 
Features vary and you will want to 
consider all the types of imagery you 
want to use a digital camera for in 
order to choose the correct brand and 
model. The following are considerations 
in choosing and using a digital 
camera: 

Megapixels 

The higher the megapixels on a 
camera, the larger the image and 
the more detail you can achieve, 
however the file size increases as 
megapixel size increases (although 
you can change the camera’s set- 
tings), so storage space becomes a 



consideration. In general, a 4 megapixel 
camera will print an 8x10 photo with 
good clarity, so anything equal to or 
greater than that is more than satis- 
factory for documenting your knits. 

Macro Modes 

If you want to take close-up shots of 
your knits, ensure that the camera you 
choose has a macro mode. This allows 
you to obtain a sharp focus of your 

subject matter in close range 
(generally 4 to 1 0 inches 
away from the camera 
lens). Typically, the symbol 
on the back of the camera 
that denotes the macro 
mode is a tulip. Illustration 1 
shows you the back side of 
a Sony digital camera. If you 
examine 
the tog- 
gle wheel, 
you will 
see the 
tulip sym- 
bol on 
the right. 
Once 

you press the wheel towards the right, 
you will see the tulip symbol appear 
in the LCD display on the back of 
your camera. Now, when you move 
in to take a close-up of your knits, you 
will see that it is possible to obtain a 
crisp focus. Illustration 2 shows you 
what the LCD display should look like 
when you are in macro mode. Note 
that the tulip symbol appears on the 
right side of the display area of the 
LCD screen. 

Lighting Considerations 
Lighting is a concern when working 
with a digital camera. If you take the 
picture indoors, you may find that col- 
ors shift, depending on the light 
source. For example, fluorescent light- 
ing tends to yellow an image. Using a 
flash may be the answer, but some- 
times, given the close proximity to the 
knit swatch, the bright light of the flash 
washes out the knit. Typically, light-

colored, subtle pieces 
will wash out and darker- 
toned knits will absorb 
the light and possibly 
deepen in tones and 
color. Indirect natural 
lighting (and no flash) is 
your best option when 
using a digital camera. 

You can work inside 
your home in a well-lit 
area near a window, or 
you can move out- 
doors. Indirect sunlight 
is preferable so that 
the amount of glare is 
reduced. Better pic- 
tures are generally 
obtained on overcast 
days. You can lay your 
swatches down on a 
flat surface and shoot 
from above, or you can 
pin them to a display 
board and shoot 
straight on. Illustrations 
3 - 5 show you images 
taken of a knit with 
fluorescent lighting (3), 
flash (4), and indirect 
natural daylight (5). 

The macro mode was used for 
all three shots. 

Illustrations 6 and 7 show you two 
additional images of swatches that 
have been recorded using a digital 
camera. Note how the ribbon trim 
and beads retain their dimension in 
the images.

Scanners 

Scanners have become quite afford- 
able and in most cases cost less than 
a digital camera. They allow for a very 
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detailed image, but are not the best 
option if your knit is three-dimension- 
al, as the knit will be flattened during 
the scanning process. Lighting is no 
longer a concern, as this is controlled 
automatically by the scanning bed. 
The input process takes longer (per 
image) than images captured with a 
digital camera, so a certain level of 
patience is necessary. However, the 
results are almost always superior as 
lighting and focus are no longer 
issues you need to worry about. 

Resolution /dpi 

When you prepare to scan a swatch, 
you need to choose a resolution by 
selecting the dpi (dots-per-inch) in 
the Preview window. If you scan your 
knit at 100 dpi, a 4x4 inch swatch will 
become 400 pixels wide by 400 pixels 
tall. (Note: Pixels are the tiny singular 
units from which all images are 
drawn). Changing the dpi to 200 will 
result in an image size of 800 pixels by 
800 pixels and a file that is twice the 
size in kilobytes. Most printers print at 
a resolution of 72 dpi, so you can 
divide 72 into the number of pixels 
wide and tall to determine how large 
the image will be once printed. You 
can always choose to scale the 
image once it is in your paint soft- 
ware, word processor or other soft- 
ware. If file size and storage space 
are of no concern, then choose a 
dpi of at least 200, as you will get 
high detail. If you are planning on 
emailing the file to someone, or file 
size is of concern, then you need to 
lower the dpi to 72 or 100 which will 
reduce the total number of pixels in 
the image and thus the clarity, 
although great detail can generally 
be kept in most swatches. 

The Scanning Process 
Initially, when you begin to scan a 
swatch, you dick on the Preview but- 
ton in your scanning software. The 
scanner will perform a quick pass 
and bring the image up in a Preview 
window. You can then select the 
area of the scan that you want in 
your final image. This is achieved by 
either selected the area you want to 
scan or by repositioning the arms of 
the box that automatically appears 
around the image in the preview 
scan. When you have cropped the 
image appropriately, you can then 
click on the Scan button and the final 
scanning process will begin. 




shows you the

No alter- 
ations were made to these files, so 
you can see how sharpness and 
clarity naturally exist in scanned 
imagery.

You can copy and paste the images 
into the Knit Record Sheet (see the 
instructions in the August 2005 issue of 
Knit ‘N Style).

Q: How can I fix a dropped stitch in 
garter stitch? 

A: To fix a dropped stitch in garter 
stitch, it is a bit more involved to re-knit. 
First, see what direction the last formed 
stitch has been knit. Has the stitch 
that is still intact been pulled from the 
front to the back or from the back to 
the front? If it was from the front to 
the back, your crochet hook should 
be positioned so that you can do just 
the opposite. Place your crochet 
hook so that you can pull the next 
rung of the ladder from the back to 
the front. Change the position of your 
crochet hook to the opposite side 
and insert hook through the stitch and 
pull from the front to the back. Keep 
alternating the crochet hook until 
your stitches have been repaired. 




Q: How do I start a new ball when the 
one I am using is almost consumed? 

A: When you think you do not have 
enough yarn to get across the row, 
just abandon the remaining yarn 
before you begin the row. It is best 
when you avoid running out of yarn 
in the middle of the row. Knotting in 
the middle of the row could cause 
an irregularity that might be unat- 
tractively visible. Simply hold your 
new yarn like it is coming from the 



knitting. Insert your needle through 
the first stitch and wrap with the new 
ball of yarn and continue the row 
with the new yarn. You will have two 
yarn tails, making them at about 8 to 
10 inches, hanging on the edge: the 
tail from the old ball and the tail from 
the new ball. Make these two tails dis- 
appear later when you finish the 
project by weaving the tails invisibly in 
the knit fabric. Do not knot and cut 
the two tails, leaving two shorter tails. 
Thread the yarn through a large-eye 
needle and weave the tails by follow- 
ing the trail of a few contiguous 
stitches. 




Q: When I measure my knitting, I can 
get a different measurement every 
time I measure. How am I supposed 
to know when my required measure- 
ment is reached? 

A: Think about what happens when 
you wear a garment. When it hangs 
from your shoulders, it becomes 
longer from gravity. Therefore, I do 
not recommend that a piece be laid 
flat on a table to measure (especially 
when the piece is more than just a 
few inches). Hold that same piece 
up, allowing gravity to do what it will 
do when the garment is on you. You 
will see the piece is a few inches 
longer when measured hanging from 
the knitting needle compared to 
when it is laying down on the table. 
You will achieve a more accurate 
measurement when you hang the knit- 
ting from the needle. 

Q: It is confusing to me when my pat- 
tern says “ending on the wrong side." 

I get confused as to whether the 
direction wants me to be facing the 
right side or the wrong side. 



A: Follow the phrase "ending on the 
wrong side" by “ready to do the right 
side." 

Q: First, I must tell you how helpful the 
last article was about making a loose 
cast on. I had just started an afghan 
using size 1 7 needles and three 
strands of yarn making a beautiful 
loose afghan for my newly decorat- 
ed living room. I read your explana- 
tion when I had knit about 5 inches. I 
could see that the loose knitting 
seemed to almost "blouse over" my 
cast on edge. Because of your 
explanation, I was able to begin 
again, eliminating that problem. 
However, if I am casting on using two 
needles, can I use two needles when 
I bind off? 

A: You could, although it might be 
hard to handle two needles in the 
constant motion of binding off. I rec- 
ommend binding off by making the 
bind-off loops twice as large as the 
normal needle size. 1 would like to be 
able to watch the edge to see if I am 
allowing enough yarn into the bind 
off so I don't make the edge too 
small or too loose. You could try using 
a much larger needle, but I still like to 
watch the edge and skillfully adjust 
the size of my loop that comes from 
the ball of yarn. I will constantly 
watch the edge and how it acts 
above the loose fabric, making sure 
the bind off doesn’t constrict.l^
